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TALMAGE’S SERMON 


HED YESTERDAY AT THE 


PREA 
PRC OKLYN TABBRNACLE. 

The Great Pivine Preeches a Oharacteristic Die- 
ecvurse on the Bubject: “The Disadvantages 
<i Some People’—The Disa iva>tages of 
1 Name—An Interesting Sermon.

The Kev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., preached 
in the Brooklyn tabernacle this morning on 
the subject: “D sadvantages of Some People.” 
The opening hymn was: 
“Blow ye the trumpet! Blow 
The gladly solemn sound! 
i<t all the nations know, 
To earth's remotest bound.” 

After expounding appropriate passages of 
scripture, Dr. Talmage took his text from 
Genesis xiii 36: “ALi these thiags are against 
me,” and preached the following sermon: 

Father sees you are wrong. You thiak 


your so» Joceph is dead, but he is prime min- 
ister of Ex. pt, and has the keys of the great 
cornciib. Youthink that circumstance’ are 


all adverse, but they wil! turn out well. In all 
your life you never made a greater mistake 
ghan when you said: “All these things are 
against nie.” 

A great multitude of people are under seem- 
ing disadvantages, and I will today, in the 
swathiest Angle-Saxon that I can manage, 
drest tbcir cases; botas a nurse counts oat 
eight or ten Crops of & prescription, and 
stirs tiem in a half glass of water; 
but ss when a man has by mistake taken a 
large su.cont of strychnine, or Paris green, or 
beli:donva, and the patient is walked rapiily 
round tie room, and s2aken up, and pounded 
until Le pets wide awake. Many of you have 
tekeu a large draught of the poison of dis- 
coursetu ent, and I come out by the order of 
the Liivine Physician to rouse you out of that 
jetbaray. 

1, Ma: y people are under the disadvantages of 
an unfortunate pame given them by pareniswho 
thought they were doing a good thing. Some- 
times at the baptism of chiidren, while I have 
be!d up ene hand in prayer, 1 have held up 
ihe otherhanud in amazement that parents 
should have weighted the babe with such a 
dissonant and repulsive nomenclature, I have 
not somuch wondered that scme childrea 
ehcuid cry out atthe christening font as Chat 
others with such swiliug faces should 
take a title that wiil be the burden 
cf their iifetime. It is outrageous to afflict 
children with an undesirable name because it 
happened to be possessed by a parent-or a rich 
uocie from whem favors are expected, or some 
prominent man of the day who may end his 
iife in Gisgrace? Itis no excuse, because they 
ale Scripture names, to cali achiid Jehoiakim 
or Tiglath-Pileser. At this veryaltar I bap: 


tized cone by the name Bathsheba. Why, un- 
Ger all the circumambient heaven, any 
parent ould want to give, to a 
child the name of that loose and infamous 


creature of Scripture times, I cannot imagine, 
I have often felt at the baptismal altar, when 
names wcie announced to me, like saying, as 
did Rev. Ir. Richards, of Morristown, N. J., 
when a child was handed him for sprinkling, 
and the name given: *‘Hadn’t you betier cail 
it something else?” 

Impose not upon that babe a name sugges- 


live of flippancy or meanness. ‘There 
is no excuse for such assault 
and battery on the cradle when 


our janguage is opulent with names musical in 
sound and suggestive in meaning, such as 
John, meaning “the gracious gifs of God;” or 
Heniy, meaning “the chief ofa household: 

or Alired, meaning “good eounsellor;” or Jozh- 
ua, meaniug “God, our salvation.” or Nicholas, 


meauiug “victory of the people; or Ambrose, 
mening ‘“‘Immorta!l;” or Andrew, meaning 
“‘m:n's.’’ or Esther, meaning “‘a star,” or Abi- 
ge)', meant lng my father’s joy;’ or Anni, 
manirg ‘grace; or Vuictorig, meaning 
“‘victory,’’ or Rosalie, meaning “beautiful as a 
rose,”’ or Margaret, meaning ‘‘a pearl,” or Ida, 


meani: g “Godlike,” or Clara, meaning “‘illus- 
trious,’ or Amelia, meaning “busy,” or Bar- 
tha, meating “‘beautifal,” and hundreds of 
other names just as good, that are a help rath- 
er than a Lindrance. But sometimes the great 
hindiauce in life is not in the given name bat 
in the family name. While legislatures 
are willing to lift such incubas there are fam- 
ilies that keep a name which mort- 
mages a)! the generations with a great 
disadvantage. You say: “J woader if ne is 
any relation toso andso, mentioning some 
family celebrated for crime or deception. It 
isa wondertome that inall such families 
some spirited young man does not rise, saying 
to his brothers and sistere: “If you want to 
keep this nuisance or scandalization of a name 
I wil keep it no lopger than until by quickest 


courre of law Ican slough off this gan- 
grené When tbe general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church of the 


United States metin this building in 1876, two 
estimable men of the sweetest disposition 
stoprpeé at the same house, and one had tho 
misnomer of being Mr. Sour, and the other 
the mirnomercf being Mr Pickle. And your 
city circctory has hundreds of names, the 
mere pronunciation of which has been a life 

long ebst.c'e. If you have started life uader 
a name which either through ridicilous or- 
aos, td or vicwus sugzestion hag been an 
encum)raucr, resolve that the next generation 
@3a'l not be Bo weighted, 

It is no bemeauing to changea name. Saul 
«f Tsrsus became Paul the Apostie. Hahassah, 
“the ur; rtle,” became Esther, ‘the star.” We 
bave in America, avd I suppose itis so in all 


countrics, names which ought to be abolished, 
and can be, aud will be abolished, for the rea- 
eon that they are a libel 
angdasander. Butif for any reason you afé 
submerged either bya given name or bya 
family name that you must bear, God will 
help rou to overcome the outrage bya life 
consecrated to the good and usefa]l. You may 
erase the cure from the name. You may 
somewhat change the significance. If once it 


stood for meanness, you can make it stand for 


genercsity. If once it stood for pride, 
you can make it stand for 
humility. If it once stood for 


fraud, sou can make it stand for honesty. If 
once it stood for wickedaess, you can make it 
stand for purity. There bave been multitudes 
of instances where men and women have 
magnificently conquered the disasters of the 
pame inflicted upon them.

ing off! Good cheer, my brother! God will 
make it up to you somehow. The grace, the 
sympathy of God willbe more to you than 
anything you have lost. If God allows part 
of your resources to be cut off in one place, He 
will add it on somewhere 
ehe, As Augvs'us, the emperor, 
tock offa day from February, making it the 
shortest month in the year, and added it to 
wee wang eens named after himself, so 
ad\ ge8 en from on rtof 
will be added on to aacther <j yr coma 
But it isamazing how much of tho world’s 
work has been done by men of subtracted 
epee etait eoetinads 8. Prentiss,the great 
ro went limping all his 
life, but there was no feot put a “ m auy 
platform of his day that peasaeted so faras 
his club foot. Beethoven was so deaf that he 
could rot hear thecrash of the orchestra rea- 
dering bis oraterios. Thomas Carlyle, the 
dyspeptic martyr, was given the commission 


to drive cant ont of the world’s 
literature, Rey. Thomas stockton, 
of Philadelphia, with one lung, 


raiscd bis audiences nearer heaven than most 
ministers can raise them with twolungs. In 
the banks, the insurance companies, the com- 
mercial establishments, the reformatory as- 

eociations, the eburches, there are tens of 
theusands of men and women today donb!ed 
up of rheumatisms or subject to neuralgias, 
cr with only fragments of limbs, 
tle rest of which they lofé 
at Chattanooga, or South mountain, 

or the Wilderness, and they are worth more to 
tre world, and more to the church, and more 
tu Ged than those of us who have never 50 
much as had a finger joint stiffened by a felon. 
Pot to full use all the faculties that remain, 
and charge on all opposing circumstances with 
woe determination of John of Bohemia, who 
was totally blind, and yet at a battle cried 
“] pray and beseech you to lead so far 
into the fight that I may strike one good 
blow with this swerd of mine.”’ Do» not think 
so much of what faculties you have lost as of 
what faculties remain. You have enough left 
to meke yourself felt in three worlds, while 
you helpthe earth and baulk hell, and win 
Heaven, Arise from your discouragements, 
O men and women of depleted or cripp\ed fac- 
ultics, and see what. by the special help of 
God, you can accomplish! 

The ekilled borsemen stool around Ba- 
cepha'us, unable to mount or manage him, so 
wild was the steed. But Alexander noticed 
that the sight of his own shadow seemed to 
disturb the horse. So Alexander clutched 
him by the bridle, and turned his head away 
from the shadew, and towards the sun, 
end the horse's agitation was gone, aad Alex- 
ander mounted him and rode off, to the aston- 
isLmentofall who stoed by. And what you 
people need if to. haye your sight turned 
away fromthe shadows of your earthly lot 
over which you have so long pondered, and 
your head turned toward the sun—the gliori- 
cus sun of Gorpel confdlation, and Christian 
bope, and spiritual triomph. 

Ard then remember thet all physical disad- 
‘sutages will, after a while, vanish: “Let ye 
who bave been rhenmatismed out of a foot, 
cataracted ont of an eye, or by the saepatial 
rear of our cities thundered out of an ear, 
lock forward tothe day when this old tene- 
ment house of ficsh will come dowaanda 
better one sha)}l be builded. The resurrection 
morning will provide you with a better outfit. 
Either the unstrung, worn out, blunted and 
crippled organ will beso reconstructed that 
you willenot know them, or an entire new set 
cf eyes, and ears, acd feet will be given you. 
Just what it means by corruption putting on 
incormupticn we do not know, save that 
it. will be glory ineffable; no limping 
in beaven, no straining of the eyesight 
to see things a little wayofl; no putting of the 
tanud behind the ear to double the capacity of 
the tympanum, but faculties perfect, all the 
keysoi the instrument attuned for the sweep 
of the fvgers of ecstacy. Bat until that day 
c{resumption comes let us bear each other's 
Lurcepe, and so fulfill the law of Christ. 

Jil, Another form of disadvantage under 
which many labor is lack of early education. 
There will be ne exeuse for ignorance in the 
next genesation. Free schools and illimitable 
opportunity of education will make 
ignorance a crime. I believe in 
ccmpulsory education, and those parents who 
negk ct to put their children undereducational 
ac vantages have but one right left, and that is 
the penitentiary. But there are multitudes of 
men and women in midlife who have had no 
opportunity. Free schools had not yet been 
established, and vast multitudes Shad little cr 
no school at all. They feel it when, as Christian 
men, they come to speak or pray 
in religious assemblies or public 
occesions, patriotic’ or political, or educational- 
‘They are silent because they do not feel com- 
petent. They owe nothing to English gram- 
maer,or ge ogiaphy, or belles letters. They 
v ould not know a participle from a ‘pronoun 
it they met it many times a day. Many of 
tLe most successfai merchants of America and 
men in high political places cannot write an 
accurate letter on any theme, They are com- 
pletely dependent upon clerks, and deputies, 
and stenographers to make things right. I 
knew a literary man whoin other years in 
Washington made bis fortune by writing 
speeches for congressmen, or of fixing them up 
tor the Congressional Record after they were 
celivered. The miilionaire illiteracy of this 
country is beyond measurement. 

Now, suppose a man finds himself in mid- 
life without education, what is he tode? Do 
the best hecan. The most eilective layman 
in a former pastoral charge that I ever beard 
speek on religious themes could, within five 
minutes of exhortation break all the laws of 
English grarnmar, and if he left any law un- 
fractured he would complete the work of 
lingual devastation in the prayer with which 
te followed it. But I would rather have him 
pray for me, if I were sick or in trouble, than 
any Christian man I know of,and in that 
eburch al] the people preferred him in ex- 
hortation and prayer to all others. Why? 
Bb. cause he was so thoroughly pious and had 
such power with God he was irresistible; and 
es he went on in his prayer sinners repented 
and saints shouted for joy, and the bereaved 
ecemed to get back their dead in celestial 

companionship. And when he had stopped 
playing, and assoon as I could wipe ont of 
my eyes enough tears to see the closing 
bymp, I exded the meeting fearful 
that some long-winded prayer meeting bore 
would pul) us down from the seveath heaven. 

Nota woid have Ito say against accuracy 
of specch, or fine elocuticn, or hizh mental 
culture, Get all these you can, But I do say 
to those who were brought up in the day of 
poor school houses and ignorant school mas- 
kis, and nO opportunity, yon may have so 
ouch of good in your soul and so much of 
beaven in your everyday life that you will be 
mit htier for good than anv who went through 
the curriculum of Harvazd er Yale, or Oxford, 
yct never graduated in the school of Carist. 
When you get up to the gate of heaven noone 
wiil ask you whether you can parse 
tbe first chapter of Genesis, but ‘whether 
ycu base learned the fear of the Lord, which 
is the beginning of wisdom: nor whether you 
kuow how to square the circle, but wheter 
you have lived a equare life ia a round world. 
Monnt Zion is higher than Mouat Parnagsas. 

1\. But what other multitudes there are 
under other disadvantages. Here is a Chris- 
tian woman whose husband thinks religion a 
cham, and while the wife prays the children 
one way the husband swears them another. 
ir here is a Christian 9 who is trying to do 

Lis best for God and the church, and his wife 
bo'ds bim back and says on the way back from 
Lreyer meeting, where he gave testimony for 
Chiist: “What a fool you made of yourself. I 
bope hereafter you will keep still.” And

ollars, she criticizes him for not giving fifey 

nuts. I must do justi ce,and publicly thank 
Ged thai l never proposed at home to give 
anything forany cause of hamanity or relig 
ion but the other pariuerin the domestic firm 
approved it.

ereary, she had three-fourths the 
faith. But I know men, who when 


they contr: bute to charitable objects are afraid 
that the wife shall find it out. Weat a wither:

Then there are others under the great dis- 
| shvente of poverty. Who ought to get 
things pest? Yousay these wio have lit- 


emeans. But they pay y more. You buy 
hy the ten, they buy it by the bucket. You 
bury flour by the barrel, they bay it by the 
pound. Yon got apparel cheap hecause you 
pay c-th, They pay dear- because they have 
to got trusted. And the Bible was right when 
it eaid: “The destruction of the poor is their 
poverty,” 

Then there are those who made a mistake in 
early life, and that overshadows al! their days. 

‘De you not know that that man was once in 
prison ?” is whispered. Or, “D» you know 
that that man once attempted suicide?” Or, 
‘Do you know that that man once absconded?”’ 
Or, * Do you know that that man was once dis- 

charged for dishonesty ’”’ Perhaps there was 
only one wrong deed in the man’s life, and 
that one act haunts the subsequent half con- 
tury of his existence. 

Others have unfortunate predominance of 
some mental faculty, and their raehness 
throws them into wild enterprises, or their 
trepidation makesthem decline great oppor- 
tunity, or there is a vein of melancholy in 
their disposition that defeats them, or they 
have an endowment of overmirth that causes 
the impression of insincerity. 

Otbers have a mighty obstacle in their per- 
sonal appearance, for which they are not re- 
sponsible. They forget that Goi fashioned 
their features, and their complexion, and 
their stature, the size of their nose, and 
mouth, and hands, and feet, and gave them 
the gait and the general appearance; and they 
forget that much of the world’s best work, 


and the church’s best work, has been 
done by homely people; and that Paal 
the Apostle is said to have been 


humpbacked, and his eyesight weakened by 
opbhthalmia, while many of the finest in ap: 
pearance have pacsed their time before flatter- 
ing looking-glasses, or in studying killing at- 
titndes, and in displaying the richness of 
wardrobes-—not one ribbon or vest or sack or 
giove or button or shoestrivug of wnich tiey 
have had brairs enough to earn for themssives. 
OtLers bad wroug proclivities from the start. 
They were born wrong, and that sticks to one 
even after he is born again. They have a nat: 
vial crankiress that is two hundred and sev: 


enty-five years old, It came over with their 
riecat grand fathers from Scotland, or Wales, or 
France. It was bern on the baaks of the 


Pbamcs, or the Ciyde, or the Tiber, or the 
Rhine, aud bas su rvived all the p'agues and 
epidemics of many penerations, and is living 
today on the banks of the Hudson, or the Au- 
drosceggin, or the Savannah, or tue La Piata.

Kaftir Corn. 

What is the value of Kaflir corn as a forage 
plant? Is its secd good for bread or stock 
feed” 

Our observation of this plant is limited, but 
so far as it goes, we seejno difference between 
itand millo maize, except a dwarfer habit of 
growth and earlier maturity. It bears less 
foliage and the stems are shorter and propor- 

ionally stonter than those of millo maize; and 
j tis, therefore. less valuable as a forage plant 
than the latter. Without actual test, should 
pronounce it avery poor forage plant. Millo 
maize is poor enough: this is still poorer. 

The seed head so closely resembles that of 
millo maize, thatdetached heads of the two 
are hardjy distinguishable. Both of these 
plants have very decic ed value as grain crops 
for stock feedings. We have substituted the 
matured beads of millo maize in the 
place of ordinary corn, in the ration for horses 
and mules, without injury to health or loss of 
flech or power to work, and judge that Kaffir 
corn is ecually good. They are both compar. 
atively free from tannin, which is so abundant 
in sorghum heads, and renders them somewhat 
objectionable as horse feed. All of the sor- 
ghum family ‘to whichthe Kaflir and Millo 
belong) are very tolerant of heat and drought, 
and will make fair crops under circumstances 
where corn would fail. Hence the Kaflir

You are wise in determining to terrace your 
lend as the first step toward permanent ini- 

Ifthere are slopes above from 
which water may descend upon your land, cut 
a ditch, or ditches, to receive it. If your land 
is very broken it is betteralso to have some 
temporary ditches until the terraces become 
frm and well established. Terracing nccessa- 
rily carries with it Jevel culture, and that is of 
the first importance. Surface washing must 
be prevented if land isto be brought uptoa 
high degree of fertility. The next step is to 
secure depth of soiland an ample supply of 
bumus. If the soil is thin plough deep, but 
rot with turn plougb: use a two-horse scooter. 
With this you can break it the first time from 
six to cight inches deep. If the land will 
grow clover, the next step is to get it well set 
inclover. This may bedone by alternate 
rolling and harrowing after the breaking until 
avery fine tilth is secured and broadcasting 
before the first harrowing, 150 pounds each of 
acid phosphateand kainit and 300 pounds of 
cotton seed meal per acre. Clover developes a 
large quantity of roots in the subsoil, and will 


proveme nt. 


convert itinto soil proper faster than any 
crop that can be grown. 

After land has been well set in clover, the 
roadjto fertility is open and easy. A ro- 
lation embracing a humus-producing crop, 

clover. grass or smal] grain) at least once

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GAMBLING IN COFF€GE, 


The Great Trade Built up In the Morning 
Narcotic. 

NEW YorK,September 19,—[Special.}—Somoe 
years ago Mr. B. G. Arncld, then a well known 
New York merchant, was called the Napoleon 
of the coffee trade. He was worth a million, 
and his social expenses were $70,000 a year. 
He lived likea prince. He hada fine house 
in the city and a splendid mansion at Oak 
Point, near New York, to which he gave the 
name of Renaque. It was embowered in trees, 
and stood ata point not far from where the 
British frigate Hussar was wrecked during 
the revolution at about the entrance of Long 
Island sound. He had a yacht, a good collec- 
tion of pictures, a large conservatory, and he 
entertained handsomely. He was a member 
of the chamber of commerce, and also, I 
believe, of the Union league andthe Down 
Town club. He was a natural leader of 
men, and for years he rnled the coffee market 
with aniron rod. This was the case when 
most of the coffee was brought tothis country 
by sailing veseels and the voyages were so long 
that it was nota difficult matter to keep the 
supply cown to manageable limits. Success 
made him over bold. If he was the Napoleon 
of the trade he wasto meet his Waterloo. He 
organized a clique to control the bulk of the 
sopply of Brazil coftee in New York and other 
ma) kets and.ad vance the price. Atone time 
they held more than 100,000 bags, or about 
15,000,000 peunds. But steamers now began to 
befiemp!oyed in the Rio de Janeirojtrade and 
they brought the coffeeso rapidiy to New 
York that the clique were swamped. A very 
heavy fallinthe market followed, and the 
ccffee king’s fortune was swept away. Iam 
reminded of these occurrences by the 
fact that another large speculation in coffee is 
now gcing on. Coffee seems a queer thing to 
gamble in, but the gambling in it is, neverthe- 
less, large and increasing and on the produce 
exchange ,they are calling for a coffee quota- 
tion “ticker,” The coffee exchange is a dark 
cubby hole on Beaver street, at the junction 
with Pearl street, and seems admirably adapt- 
ed for dog fights. Herethere is a crowd of shout: 
ing brokers daily, and the dispatches are re- 
ceived several times during change hours from 
Rio de Janeiro, the great Brazil market, and 
Havre, another lare center of the Rio coffe 
trade, There is a good deal of scalping between 
New York and Havre by buying 
ard = Selling there, or vice . yers3, 
according to the fluctuations of the mar- 
ket. Theexchange pays $10,000 a year for 
statistical information and reports of the mar- 
kets. But what is more to the point just now 
is that the bull speculstion in coffee is being 
led by Siegfried Gruner, an ex president of the 
cotton exchange, and Crossman & Co., of lower 
Wall street. Together they are supposed to 
contro] net far from 200,000 bags of coffee, 
either in the actual merchandise or in options. 
In two days of this week the speculative ex- 
citement was so great that the transactions at 
the exchange involved no less than 135,000 bags 
ata decided rise in prices. Mr. Gruner, the com- 
mercial prototype of the hero of the old German 
epic pocm, the “Nibelungen Lied,” igs a dashing 
speculative genera), who, like the Siegfried of 
Scandinavian and Teutonic mythology, is 
after great troasures of gold, and unlike his 
godlike ancestor no fatal lance has yet been 
plunged between his shoulders, He has al- 
ready given the bears in coffee something of a 
roasting and hopes to hold a barbecue before 
long. He looks like a German baron and is 
prominent in the highest German circles of 
ecciety. He is a member of the German club, 
the Jerome Park Jockey club and the famous 
Liedarkranz society. Heis a man of generous 
impujse and very popular. He was formerly 
a clerk ina foreign exehange house, butis now 
a recognized power in the down-town business 
life of New York.

Wall street brokers hire broken down prize 
fighters to instruct tbem in what they term 
the ‘‘manly art,’’ and some of these worthies 
actually visit the ‘‘street’’ and give lessons to 
their patrous there. It igs not safe for a eixth 
ward rough to insult some rather dudish look- 
ing brokers; there is danger of their “letting 
go their right” with the force of the hind 
limb ofa displeased mule. Seriously, these 
straws on the surface of 80- 
ciety, the boxing, the amateur pugilistic 
maichece, the apotheosis of Sullivan, seem to 
indicate one of those waves of reaction which 
are incidental to progress, ‘Scratch a Rus-ian 
and yeu will finda Tartar,” said Napoleon. 
Scratch s modern broker and you will finda 
little of the primeval savage. Business is car- 
ried to excess in this country; books are not 
read by the average business man; brute 
money is the sovereign brute power, and 
when menare not fighting cne another in 
more or less brutal speculations and laughing 
or sneering at one another’s ruin, they ins»me 
cases put on the gloves and with instinctive 
love of the bruta), punch one another’s head 
until the services of the artist and optician 
are necessary.

AS IT WAS PREACHED IN ATLANTA 
YRSTBRDAY. 


Ecrmore at Trinity andthe First Baptist Churches— 
Services atthe Marietta Street Mission—Mr. 
Lee on the Fruite of the Spirit—Dr, Baw-e 
thorne’e Iwo Telling Sermons, 


Last night Rev. J. W. Lee, pastor, preached 
from the 22d and 23d verses of the 5th echap- 
ter of Galatians: “But the frait of the spirit is 
love, joy,peace,long suffering,gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meeknees, tomperance,” 

He began his discourse by saying that he hat 
ur derstood that there were a few young men in 
Atlanta who professed to be infidels, but that 
he cou’d scarcely believe this, and that if it 
was true it must be boys in their teens 
who had been reading trashy works 
on thatline. He eaid that many systems of 
crude laws had been brought forth, but that 
all bad been thrown aside for the pure Chris 
tian religion, which had had the faintest. 
world-wide test of its truth, of its power to 
evangelize, civilize and Christianize people. 
Tests hed been made | the most learned men 
for centuries past. he nations now who 
cortrol art, science, laws, and eversthing 
neble and grand are Christian nations. Oar 
advancement in civilization is due to religion 
Al! great and good men attribute it to this. It 
is too late in the day to be reading little books 
agsinst Christian religion. There isa vast 
cifference between skepticism and dogmatic 
infidelity. Many good men are skeptical, but 
anu inficel is one who builds on _ his 
doubts. He was glad we lived 
where there are few infidels. Didn’t want to 
live ina town where infidelity dominates. 
Christianity is to be tested by its fruits. We 
know the Cbristian religion is divine, No 
other powerconld accomplish what it has. 
Sec vo use in discussing miracles of the old 
testament. For his part he belicves them 
Believing in the one great miracle he could 
not doubt the others. He wasa witness of a 
miracle in bis own heart. Fifteen years ago 
he was pardoned of hissins. That wasamira- 
cle, and he expects to die by the hopes which 
came to him then. We Know we are sinners; 
we have a sense of condemnaticn 
“I am n sinner; here 1s 
a Savior,” that is allthereis todo. No joys 
are superior to the joys of pardon. Itiisa 
great moment in the hfe of every Christian. 
Many are lead into confusion because they do 
not trust implicitly in Christ. The fruit of 
the spirit is love, 

A great many persons never get beyond the 
point when they were pardoned. The man 
who bas in bim the fruit of the spirit will not 
be a stranger in heaven. He will know the 
Jengnage of the _ skies. The fruit 
of the spirit ripens winter and summer. 
Christian religion istrue. We have it written 
in cur own hearts in letters of gold. It is not 
acunningly devised fable. Everyman who 
will come to Christ unc niitionally will be 
percened «f his sins. Thatisallthereis to do, 
This is the old beaten track. There is no other 
way. Throw yourself at the feet of Jesus 
and makeafuiland unconditional surrender. 
He is ready and waitingto save you. There 
is salvation for all. The silent messenger will 
come. be ready to meet Him. 

At the close of the service several asked for 
prayer. 

At the First Baptist Church, 

Dr. Hawthorne preached atthe morning ser- 
vice to bis usual crowded congregation. His 
sermon was marked for its vigor of expression 
and the eloquent docter never seemed in bet- 
ter voice and strength. His subject, ‘‘The 
Joy of Unsejfish Devotion te a Great Cause,” 
was founded on the Acts of the Apostles, 16:h 
chapter and 26th verse, “And at midnight 
Paul acd Silas prayed and sang praises unto 
Gcd,” 

The doctor eloquently and forcibly portray- 
ed the happiness that comes of self sacrifice. 
There are moments in the lifeof every man 
when he catches a glimpse of this joy. Wo 
moral coward can behappy. His heart makes 
music tothesoul of him who actsup to his 
convictions, who loves integrity more than 
honor, If you want to find genuine misery, go 
not to the bhoveiofthe poor, buttothe man- 
sion of him who lives to himself alone. 
Itis not his wealth, but his holding to his 
wealth with the spirit of selfishness, that 
makes a man miserable, Let the croakers 
who complain so loudly about the loss of their 
precious pereonal rights, reflect for a moment 
what the missionaries haye surrendered for 
the good of others, on what the Son of God 
himself gave up for the redemption and eleva- 
tion of fallen map, and they will begin to real- 
ize something of the joy that comes from 
sacrifice mede for the good of others. 

Dr. Hawthorne preached again at night to 
avothc: i. mense congregation on the subject, 
“Lying and lies as seen in the light of 
divine truth.” He preached a grand sermon 
full of pracical truths and spiritual power, 


At the Marietta Street Mission, 

One of the most impressive meetings ever 
held in Atlanta, was a gospel meeting at tie 
Maiictta street mission last night. The large 
hali was crowded. Every seat was occupied, 
and quite a number stood out on the sile- 
waiks. Mr. M. Lee Starke, the assistant gen- 
eral secretary of the Young Men’s Coristian 
at:ociation, conducted the meeting. He 
preached one of the most powerful sermons 
ever heard, from one 60 young.

Whin a man enlists in the United States 
army, the fact excites no interest, as a general 
rule, because it isteo common place. O. the 
16th instant, however, an interesting case of 
this kind occurred in Atlanta. A young man, 
with the bluest of blue blood circulating in his 
veins, with family connections whose history 
is part of the history of the country, enlisted 
as a private in Battery H. of the Second United 


States artillery. 

The young man’s name is Lunsford Daniel, 
formerly of Columbus 

Young Daniel's maternal grandfather was 
Alfred Iverson, who served the state of Geor- 
gia first as judge ofthe superior court, then 
asa member of the lower house in congress, 
and then as United States senator. In the 
senate he was 

ROBERT TOOM RBS’S COLLEAGUE. 

He was an ardent secessionist, and openly 
urged the disunion of the states long befvure it 
occurred. The northern newspapers were 
fond of calling him “arch conspirator,” 80 
violently did they hate him. Whea Georgia 
seceded, he resigned from the senate about 
the time Mr. Toombs resigned. He was not 
in public life during the war, but when Sher- 
mén came marchirg through Ge or gia, he 
shouldered ashotgunand joined the home 
guard. Mr. Iverson attributed his failure to 
be in politics dnrivg the war to the enmity of 
Mr. Teombs. He died suddenly, at Macon, 
some years ago. His remains were interred in 

the cemetery at Columbus. Young Daniel’s 
grandmother was thedaughterof John For- 
syth. Mr. Forsyth served with distinction as 

A MEMBER OF CONGRESS 

many years between 1813 and 1827, and as 
United Ststes senator from Georgia ia 1818 
and 1819. From 1819 to 1822 he was employed 
on & mission to Spain. He was elected gov- 
ernor of the state in 1827, and was chosen 
sepaicr for a second term, commencing in 
1829. He was secretary of state in the cabinet 
of President Andrew Jackson from 1834 to 
1837, and also in that of President Van Buren 
from 1837 to 1841. He died in 1641. 

Twe of young Daviel’s uncles served with 
distiucticn im the confederate army during the 
war between the states. Oneof them, General 
Alfred lverecon, ef Wheeier’s cavalry, was an 

officer in the United States army previous to 
the war. He was the captarer of General 
Stoneman, which event teok place near Ma- 
con. General Iverson now resides in Florida. 

THE OTHER UNCLE 
is Col nel John F. Iversov, of Columbus. He 
was lieutenant colonel of the Fifth Georgia 
regiment of infantry. 

When a man with such intensely southern 
antecedents as young Daniel becomesa private 
in the United States army, it surely means 
that the war is over.
